Hornet's last chance

Sacramento State College will 
face its last chance to the 1972 
Far Western Conference 
basketball title when the 
Hornets host league-ieader San 
Francisco State at 8 p.m. tonight 
at the SSC men’s gym. The game 
will be preceeded by a frosh 
preliminary between the two 
schools at 6 p.m. 

Advance tickets for the game 


will be available at the ASSSC 
ticket office. Admission prices 
are $1.50 for aduits, $1 for SSC 
alumni and students at other 
schools and 50 ce:ts for children 
under 12 

Coach Jack Heron’s Hornets, 
8-2 in the FWC after last week’s 
85-81 triump over Davis (the 
first time SSC had beaten the 
Aggies on the UC hardwood in 


11 years), trail San Francisco 
(9-1) by half a game. 
Sacramento will cap its 
conference campaign at home 
Saturday against Cal State 
Hayward, while SF is slated to 
finish the season against 
Hayward next Friday (Mar. 3). 

SSC has to beat the Gators 
Friday to retain a chance for a 
first place tie in the conference, 
while SF can still lose to Sac 
State and finish in a first place 
tie, providing the Gators beat 
Hayward and the Pioneers trip

Gordy Newton, the 6-6 center 
who has been sidelined by an 
injured hand, may suit up for 
this weekend’s games, but will 
not play, Heron said. Newton 
had a cast removed from his 
cracked right hand Tuesday. 

Moe Woodard, though slowed 
considerably the past two weeks, 
still leads Hornets scorers with a 
healthy 19.1 point average for 
11 FWC games. The Hornets’ 
hottest hands belong to 6-4 
Bruce Green. Green has canned 
70 of 122 field goal shots for 
57.4 percent, and shoots 74 
percent from the charity line. 

Sac State is outshooting its 
FWC opposition 45 percent to 
40 percent, and the Hornets’ 
offense leads opponents by an 
eight-point margin, 78-70.

There is no parking space 
problem at Sacramento State 
College. The problem is with the 
students, many who attempt to 
park in areas that are already 
full. In fact “At any time during 
the semester, I could guide a 
person out to where there are 
several hundred parking spaces,” 
Clifford L. Sivil, Supervising 
Campus Peace Officer 
commented. It is, however, the 
reluctance of the student to use 
those outlying parking spaces 
that causes him to attempt to 
park illegally. Anc this illegal 
parking is what will probably be 
his reason for being issued a 
parking citation. 

Sivil, who has been at the 
helm of SSC’s security division 
for nine years, has plenty of 
experience as an officer. He is a 
retired infantry soldier, having 
been with themilitary for 23 
years 

Speaking of his present duties 
and staff members, he is in 
charge of 10 Peace Officers and 
6 Parking patrolmen 

The Peace Officers primary 
concern are assigned to non-duty 
hours for police-type activities 
They usually work the evening 
shift, weekends and holidays 
Their responsibilities are the 
prevention of crime on _ the 
campus and _ investigations. If 
possible, whenever there are 
three Peace Officers available, 
one is working as a 
plainclothesman He is 
responsible for the inner-campus 
patrol, which includes 
prevention of bike thefts 


It is the Parking Officer 
working Monday thru Friday 
Jam to 10 pm, who mus 


enforce all parking regulations 
Second Chance 

No one iccc.ves a_ traffic 
citation the first time their car is 
noted viclating a __ traffic 
regulation. Instead, he will get a 
warning, citing his violation and 
notifying him not to make such 
violations again. These warnings 
do not go unnoticed by the 
Patrol Officer. He places the 
car’s license number on a 
violation list which is kept on 
file in the Security office. If a 
second warning notice is given, 
and tie license number has been 
listed on the violation list, a 
traffic citation is then issued. 
The warnings are primarily for 
the public, or students newly 
entering SSC. The purpose is to 
notify them that all parking 
regulations will be enforced, and 
they should pick up their prope: 
parking decals or permi's.

All persons associated witt 
the college, staff, faculty and 
students are required to either 
have a valid parking permit on 
the campus, or park in the two 


coin operated ($.25) lots 
provided for that purpose. 
The majority of _ traffic 


citations are for no valid parking 
permits, Sivil said. 
SSC Responsibility 
Once the citation is issued, it 
becomes the responsibility of 


the city of Sacramento to 
process it. Sacramento State 
College Patrol Officers are 


deputized as special officers, but 
they cannot set bail or collect 
the fines for the tickets. This is 
done by the Municipal Court 

SSC’s Patrol Officers 
jurisdiction is limited to the 
State College campus. 

SSC gets no fee's 

Contrary to many students 
beliefs, Sacramento State 
College does not get any funds 
from fees collected by the city 
for parking citations issued here 
The city has the responsibility 
for processing. collecting, and 
conducting court’ tnals, if 
necessary. And the city and 
county receive any proceeds 
from the tickets 

1175 Citations 

In January, the final month of 
theFali semester, the SSC’s 
Parking Officers issued 1175 
parking citations. This was not 
an average month, according to 
Sivil. The report is forwarded to 
the Chancellors office as part of 
his department’s Monthly 
Statistics and Activity Report 
The monthly total citations are 
usually less, due to holidays and 
other considerations, Supervisor 
Sivil said. 

In fact, during September, 
Sivil noted, no enforcements of 
parking violations are made until 
the last of the month. And, he 
noted, during the present Spring 


semester enforcement for 
violations commenced on _ the 
17th of February. And these 


were mostly for no valid parking 
permits. 
Juniors and Seniors violate most 
There are a_ very” small 
percentage of students who 
receive one or two citations 
And it is possible for a person to 
receive 10 or 12 citations during 
a semester. In these cases, it is 
usually the students who have 
been on the campus for three or 
more years. Notably, juniors and 
seniors, Sivil said.

All parking restrictions are 
enforced until the last class, 
Monday through Thursday. 
However the Parking Officers 
start tapering off issuing 
citations and warnings after 9 
pm because classes are usually 
breaking after that hour. The 
restrictions are enforced from 
7am to Spm, on Fridays. Parking 
permits are suspended on 
weekends and holidays. But all 
other violations are enforced. 


Decal Color Codes 
In order to park in any of 
SSC’s valid parking spaces, a 
vehicle must have a decal on its 
windshield. The decals are of 
several various colors. Green, 
Orange or Black. The purpose of 


the various colors is to 
differentiate between SSC’s 
staff, faculty and _ students 
parking areas 

All faculty personnel are 
permitted to park in areas with 
green decal notations. Only 


handicapped faculty or students 
may use areas designating orange 
decals. The majority of the 
students must use areas noting 
black decals parking permitted 
There are specially marked white 
areas for visitors 


6215 Parking Spaces 
There are 6215 parking places 


available including 3277 
temporary places. The spaces are 
allotted according to the 
following statistics

New parking spaces 


Most of the new parking 
places -presently being planned in 
the Master Plan for SSC-will be 
in the southern area of hte 
campus, to the east towards the 
river. This will alleviate most of 
the students who complain 
about the present inadequate 
parking places. 

As the new Master Plan calls 
for the center of the campus to 
be moved to the southern end, 
where the proposed new library 
and student union buildings will 
be located. Instructional 
buildings will encircle the 
library, making it more 
convenient for parking 




































Tremendous Growth 

One reason for the 
present-day parking 
inconveniences, Sivil said, is due 
to SSC’s trememdous growth. 
The Master Plan is allowing for 
an estimated student population 
of 20,000 and the parking will 
be more centrally located. The 
plan is anticipated to be ir 
operation in five years. 

Courtesy Permits 

Another innovation presently 
being in operation by SSC’s 
security patrol officers is the 
courtesy permit. Any person 
may ask a patrol officer for a 
courtesy permit. This will permit 
him to park for a limited time in 
any area. The permit is placed in 
the inside of the windshield, and 
states: “It has been the pleasure 
of the Sacramento State College 
Campus Security to serve you 


If you are a Visitor to the 


Campus please drive safely. 
Authorized to park _ this 
date:—- —---~.” The 


permit is signed by Supervisor 
Sivil and has the officers number 
on it, who issued it. 


Shuttle Bus possibility 

As another means to aid 
students who have to walk long 
distances to and from their 
parking areas to classes, Sivil said 
a shuttle bus is a possible aid. He 
suggested, however, that the 
SSC’s Associated Students 
should plan for the bus. It would 
benefit those who have to walk 
long distances, especially in 
inclement weather Also 
students would. benefit by 
possibly operating the buses as a 
work-study project.

Keithley's epic 


Donner Party 


“IT am George Donner a dirt farmer/ 
who left the snowy fields/around 
Springfield, Illinois/ in the fullness of my 
life/ and abandoned the land/ where we 
had been successful/ and prosperous 
people” 

These are the first lines of George 
Keithley’s epic poem about the perilous 
journey of an Illinois party on their way 
to California. As he read these lines he 
became George Donner. He brought us 
back to 1846, to that terrible cold winter 
and blazing desert heat which destroyed 
lives and spints, or “land logic’ as 
Keithley puts it 

Last Friday in the Little Theater, 
George Keithley, Chico State English 
professor, read excerpts of his “The 
Donner Party”. He related the tale in

such a way as to familiarize the reader or 
listener with the characters. Previous 
writings seemed to dwell on the 
cannibalism rather than the hardships 
which broke the individuals. Keithley 
simply, clearly, and graciously telis of the 
events from beginning to end through the 
eyes of the partv leader, George Donner 


read portions of his book, 
leaving out sections but 
order. The first part he read told of the 
meetings with 
Indians, and the general excitement and 
gaiety of the journey’s beginning. As the 
hardships 
increase, Keithley speaks more in his own 
character of 


retaining the 


preparations, 


Keithley told of the Donner’s meeting 
with fur trapper Jim Clymen at Fort 
Bridger. He told them that it would be 
impossible to travel the way they had 
planned. Clymen insisted that Hastings’ 
book (the one they were following) was 
in error, that he wrote it out of heresy 
and imagination to make money. They 
would not listen and simply told him 
“Hastings is waiting/ to show us all/ the 
rest of the trail/ that we are to take/ until 
we arrive in California/ at summer's end/ 
to select our land.” 

As Keithley read this line it was like 
hearing Romeo and Juliet for the 
fifteenth time and still hoping Romeo 
would get to the tomb in time to save 
Juliet. Even knowing the outcome did 
not hamper the emotion Keithley 
created 

Some of the party did decide to take 
Clymen’s advice and go to Oregon, 
‘perhaps half in all—’’ Donner says 

Shortly afterwards, Keithley tells us, is 
when the group begins to come apart. 
With the loss of wagons and cattle each 
family strains for themselves. Self 
preservation becomes the motivating 
factor. 

Keithley pauses before going on. He 
paraliels the Donner’s journey with the 
one we are all taking. He said that today 
we rush into something with the 
knowledge we think we have. 

The real desperation sets in as the food 
runs low, repairs on wagons are needed 
and their spirit is beginning to break 
Donner reflects on the journey and 
concludes that,“*There is a land logic 
which we lost.../ a sense of the likelihood 
of new terrains/ to sustain us.” 

“Stupid disputes delays/ caused by the 
cattle roaming/ and Hastings wrong 
advise...” further slow the journey 
Hastings said the desert was a 2 day 
journey, it took them a week and about 
one third of the wagons and cattle 
Donner said, “sense of land departed us/ 
we went on as though still asleep.” 

When they reached the Reno Valley 
what is left of continuity is put to test 
They decide to wait until] the snow melts 
to “break camp’. So they built small huts 
to stay the cold and wait, not knowing 
the snow wouldn't melt tor moucins 

Soon, another portion of the party 
leaves and there was nothing to do but 
“listen to them leave.” 

The Donner wagon breaks an axle and 
George Donner puts a large gash in his 
hand tryin g to repair it 

One of the final chapters is ““When the 
Children Were Asleep.” Here, the 
desperation and heartbreak is felt (in 
both written words and Keithley’s voice) 
“When the children were asleep/ Tamsen 
took my hand/ and dressed the wound) 
with a clean cloth/ while | held my 


Saturday 11:00 - 3:00 
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It is now that many of the party began 
to die. They are buried in the snow but 
dug up later for food. Their morals are 
bothered as Donner says. “We would not 
have done this/ but it was so long since 
anyone/ had eaten a meal.’ 

Weeks later, two relief parties come to 
take out all those who are strong enough 
to walk or have a chance of making it 

Two men, Cady and Stone, stayed 
behind. Donner figured it was to collect 
the goods of those who died. “When 
we're dead.” / | told Tamsen, “They'll 
feel free to unload it/ and walk off with 
whatever/ they find’ "’/ His wife, Tamsen, 
suggested they give them all the money 
and goods they have to take their 
daughters out while they still had a 
chance. The bargain was made and the 
girls were prepared for the escape 

Tamsen’s parting words were, “‘be kind 
to one another/ and always remember/ to 
tell people/ that your name is Donner.” 
She kissed them goodbye, then said to 
Cady and Stone, “their safety will 
depend on you”’. 

In the closing chapter, he teils of the 
remaining people. He ends telling of the 
gentle death, saying of it “our souls 
awake and warm once more/ and weaving 
like a fire/ when the light begins to 
dance/ in the land of our desire.” 

In a later interview Keithley told of his 
motivation and feelings for the poem. 

Keithley’s first interest in the party 
came unknowingly as a child, with his 
own desire to come to California. 

When he finally arrived in the west and 
heard of the Donners, his interest grew 
He wanted to know why they came 

Keithley wrote a short poem about 
them but was not happy with it. He felt it 
did not show the characters 

He had the wish to “see what they 
saw’. He set out on a journey which 
covered Donner's trail and shared much 
of their peril. Keithley wanted to get a 
first-hand impression. He said of his trek 
that it “did more good than any other 
research” 

From the beginning he felt the 
Donner’s journey to be parallel to that of 
our country throughout the 60's. He feels 
we are overconfident in technology. “We 
tend,”’ he said, “to say that whatever the 
situation, we'll always get out.” 

He said of the people he wrote about, 
“they were very ordinary plains people 
most of them”. He added that theve were 
some business men and shop keepers, 
also. “If not a cross-section, a good 
selection of people,”’ he said 

Of previous writings Keithley said the 
cannibalism was scandalous and totally 
out of proportion. He noted that it was a 
common practice among the trappers of 
the area but merely went against the fiber 
of society. “It becomes a matter of,” he 
said, “whether you will allow yourself to 
die, commit suicide in a sense, or sustain 
yourself after someone else dies.”

The intelligent, sophisticated 
political consultant stood at the 
front of the lecture hall, one 
hand in his well-tailored suit 
pocket, the other flipping note 
cards at which he scarcely 
glanced. “Life in Israel is hard 
People are fighting for a new 
country,” reported retired 
veteran U.S. Foreign Service 
representative, David Ness 
recently as he discussed findings 
of his 16-day study mission to 
the Middle East, ten days of the 
visit was his first to Israel and 
the remaining six was spent with 
more familiar political associates 
in Egypt 

Ness began political activities 
in 1942 with the U.S. Foreign 
Service after his graduation from 
Harvard. During his career he 


was a political adviser to 
Ambassador David Bruce 
During 1964 he was deputy 


chief on mission in Saigon and 
he was in the same capacity in 
Cairo in 1965. He retired from 
the foreign service in 1968 and 
for the last four years he has 
been covering the globe, 
analyzing political systems 

His discussion of the Middle 
East situation included separate 
handling of both sides of the 
conflict. He talked about the 
problem areas of Israel stating 
that the government wants more 
from Lat‘n America and the 
Soviet Union. He said Israel is a 
Jewish state for the world 
Jewish community One 
problem area in Israe] is the

The student members of the 
board who originally proposed 


the change, as well as the 
Hornet, apologize for any 
misunderstandings which 
occurred as a result of the 


original article. The actual text 
of the resolution is as follows 


WHEREAS The stated 
objectives of the Hornet 
Foundation, Inc. are “to assist in 
and promote the development 


maintenance and operation of 
Sacramento State College, to 
further the educational 


objectives of said college, and to 
provide necessary and cesirable 
equipment and facilities for the 
students and faculty thereof, 
and to establish and operate on 
or near the campus of said 


Gaza Strip where there is a large 
Arab population. He stated that 
racial strife was one of Israel's 
more delicate situations but the 
18 member Israeli cabinet 
consists of only one Oriental 
Jew. He noted that the Israelis 
feel superior to Arabs, but added 
they feel the ideal is equality 
and coexistence with no 
integration. He said “Israel's 
newly achieved frontiers are 
mor: « xpensive to maintain.” 

In his discussion of Egypt, 
where he has had political 
affiliations for many years, he 
said, “Egypt under Sadat has 
recognized the economica! 
losses caused by the continuing 
war,” saying that foreign 
investors are  freluctant§ to 
consider the war-torn Middle 
East for industry. In _ his 
conversations with Sadat, he 
conveyed tae lack of motivation 
of the Eguptian people. He said, 
“when Sadat refers to a battle 
when speaking to his people, it is 
not in a military sense of the 
word.” It is meant to attain 
activism. He said of the 30 
million tgyptians, only one 
million are politically aware 

Ness pointed to a dangerous 
possibility of a series of 
retaliatory events which could 
bring in the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union, saying that if the Aswan 
Dam on the Nile River was 
threatened, the U.S.S.R. would 
surely react to protect it.

As many as !00,000 migrating 
waterfowl ure Stonelake in the 
wintertime. On February 9, of 
this year, the Dept. of Fish and 
Game photographed and 
counted 5,200 waterfowl at 
Stonelake including 171 
mallards, 450 pintail ducks, 10 
snowgeese, 50 sandhill cranes, | 
swan, and 4,200 Canadian geese 
The lake has attracted as many 
as 10,000 to 15,000 migrating 
waterfowl at one time. The area 
contains more species of birds 
than any other area in the 
Central Valley, including some 
species that are rare 

Land speculator George 
McKeon wants to build a 50,000 
person suburb at Stonelake, 
located about 5 miles south of 
Sacramneto The McKeon 
people say that 50,000 people 
living next door will not have 
any adverse affect on the 
waterfowl, but the Army Corp 
of Engineers, the State Dept. of 
Fish and Game, and many very 
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concerned citizens disagree 

On next Monday, March 6, at 
7:30 p.m., in the McClatchy 
High School Auditorium, there 
will be a hearing on the new 
County General Plan. If the 
urban limit line section of the 
plan is approved which 
environmentalists and many 
concerned citizens are hoping 
for, the McKeon subdivision will 
be prohibited, because it is far 
outside of the area of desirable 
urban growth 

This should be a motherhood 
issue, but land speculators will 
be highly opposed to it, because 
they fear that it would stop 
them from making their huge 
profits of as much as | 000% or 
more from creating urban sprawl 
through leap-frog development. 
Environmental groups are 
hoping that many concerned 
citizens will come to support the 
protection of the environment 
More information about the 
General Plan and the March 6

insulting cartoon 


Editor, the Hornet: 

The other day (HORNET, 
Feb. 16, 1972), in what was 
ostensibly a towering rage 
against male chauvinists who 
read Playboy magazine, the 
Hornet published a cartoon 
which was insulting and 
obscene—obscene not because it 
portrayed masturbation, but 
because it was such a dramatic 
example of the mindless 
hostility and gratuitoius anger 
that passes for radical 
indignation among so many 
today; and insulting because its 
disparaging stereotype is so 
deeply and unconsciously 
engrained. 

The cartoon portrays a 
hulking moronic male sitting in 
an outhouse drooling over a 
playmate fold-out on his lap. His 
massive arms and hairy chest are 
covered by a dirty undershirt, 
his nubby thighs are exposed as 
his pants fall around his boot. 
His hands are busy at his groin, 
and his silly grin and slobbering 


tongue lead to one graphic 
conclusion: this moron is 
beating his meat. Under this 


cartoon appears the caption: 
What sort of man reads Playboy? 

This cartoon crystallizes the 
quality of much radical poiemic 
and it must stop. Apparently 
this piece of viciousness was 
printed to show support for 
“Women’s Liberation.” But the 
woman’s movement does not 
need such destructive support to 
succeed. It has history, 
circumstances and justice on its 
side; it does not also need lying 
reactionary stereotypes. 

It is not the stereotype of 
men as lustful sociopath that I 
object to, though I do object to 
that, nor the s<ill punishing 
attitude toward masturbation as 
a contemptible (and largely 
male) act. It is the fact that the 
cartoon is an unconscious but 
undisguised attack on working 
men. Beneath all the chic 
radicalism, beneath the 
militancy, beneath the rhetoric 
of solidarity and egality, one 
discerns the ugly reality~elite 
snobbism and class 
complacency. 

Why a working man on that 
outhouse stool? Why such lying, 
condescendtag 
self-congratulation; Why not a 
rising junior executive with a 
winged collar and wide tie? Why 
not a bell bottomed member of 
the counter culture on that 
commode? Why not a chic 
radical student? Why not the 
ones who really read Playboy? 
Or is there another snobbism 
here, another rancid stereotype 
implied, namely that only blue 
collar workers masturbate. Poor 
dumb bastards! not like us 
liberated intellectuals who get 
the real goodies. And one 
wonders why “hard hats” are 
less than sympathetic to 
students. We may not recognize 
the contempt, but they do. One 


can fool others, but not the 
target 

It is foolish to damn 
capitalism in one breath, and 
with the other repeat the most 


indecent and inhumane capitalist 
stereotypes; it is hypocritical to 
laud Mao Tse-tung with one’s 
lips, while in one’s heart one 
remains a smug, bigoted, elitist 
snob. The left deserves better, 


and it had _ better _ start 
commanding it. The country 
requires if 

Until we genuinely _ start 


seeing men and women as 
victims as well as villains, we 
shall remain ignorant of our own 
victimization; and obsessed with 
scapegoating villains we shall fail 
to see our own unconscious

When the curtain went up on 
the London and New York 
dramatic success, HADRIAN 
VII, at the Eaglet Theater last 
weekend, Gerard A. Larson was 
seen alone on the stage for the 
first few minutes.
